Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  very  great  personal  pleasure  that  I am 
able  to  report  the  commencement  of  a slum  clearance  programme,  with 
45  houses  in  the  Church  Street  Area  being  represented  to  the  Health 
Committee  on  the  6th  June  1966,  it  is  very  logical  to  continue  dealing 
with  equally  unfit  houses  elsewhere  in  the  Urban  District  at  as  fast  a 
rate  as  the  other  departments  can  manage,  particularly  the  housing 
department.  I mention  this  because  the  work  load  of  all  departments  of 
the  Council  are  increased  by  a Clearance  Programme. 

In  October  1966  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited 
Bollin,  ,ton  and  I am  including  the  report  on  the  survey  which  has  been 
supplied  to  me  by  Dr.Rinrington  the  Medical  Director.  This  report  is  of 
great  interest  even  though  no  active  pulmumary  tuberculosis  was 
discovered  and  while  the  numbers  attending  for  Xray  could  be  improved? 
the  response  was  far  from  disappointing. 

I feel  that  I must  comment  on  the  increasing  amount 
of  legislation,  which  may  individually  account  for  only  a small  increase 
in  the  amount  of  work  but  which  considered  in  total  make  life  somewhat  diffici 
particularly  in  an  authority  of  this  size  where  officers  such  as  Public 
Health  Inspector  are  combined  with  Housing  Officer  and  where  the  very 
essential  routine  of  meat  inspection  has  to  be  maintained  with  the 
throughput  of  the  abbatcirs  continuing  at  a relatively  high  level.  I was 
recently  complimented  on  the  standards  of  the  abbatoirs  in  Bollington 
by  a Ministry  of  Agriculture  Vetinary  Officer,  this  is  of  course  due  to 
the  long  continued  efforts  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his 
predecessors  as  well  as  the  efforts  of  the  operators  thorns elves. 

I thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  and  help  which  they  have  given  to  me  throughout  the 
year  and  also  the  Officers  and  members  of  other  Departments  for  their 
help  and  cooperation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December  19 66. 

I wish  to  welcome  Mr  Ashton,  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  to 
the  Macclesfield  Division,  Mr  Meadwell  having  left  to  take  up  an  appointment 
with  the  County  Borough  of  Brighton. 

The  liason  with  the  Parkside  Hospital  has  been  excellent  in  recent 
years  and  I am  certain  that  under  Mr  Ashton  the  relations  of  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  with  the  Hospital  service  will  continue  to  develop  in  a most  satisfactory 
way. 


The  position  regarding  Home  Nurses  is  better  than  I could  have  believed 
possible  a fcear  ago.  The  visits  by  District  Nurses  have  increased  by  2,782 * 

The  number  of  persons  attended  over  the  age  of  64  years  has  increased  by  167 
to  a total  of  588.  This  is  a very  much  more  satisfactory  position  than  in  any 
recent  year. 

I wish  that  I could  report  similarly  about  the  domiciliary  midwifery 
service,  but  at  times  when  holidays  or  illness  interfere  the  position  is 
critical.  The  problem  is  one  of  recruitment,  not  of  establishment.  At  the 
moment  this  is  affecting  the  training  of  pupil  midwives,  and  rightly  causing 
the  Matron  of  Macclesfield  Hospital  a great  concern.  Dr  Craighead,  Principal 
Medical  Officer  for  the  County  Maternity  Services  and  the  Supervisor  of 
Midwives,  Miss  Heron,  are  also  aware  of  this  and  strenuous  efforts  are  being 
made  to  improve  the  position,  so  that  I hope  that  I will  be  able  to  report  on 
improvements  in  my  next  report  to  you. 

Divisional  Transport  in  the  form  of  a Handyman/Driver  and  a converted 
ambulance  commenced  in  September,  The  value  of  this  is  beyond  estimate,  both 
to  the  Divisional  Office  and  to  the  Adult  Training  Centre. 

I have  frequently  mentioned  the  growth  of  the  population  of  the  Division 
which  has  again  increased  by  850  persons  to  a total  of  46,120.  The  Staffing 
position,  particularly  of  qualified  staff,  usually  lags  behind  the  population 
growth,  but  it  is  of  interest  to  know  that  there  are  now  in  excess  of  150 
persons  either  whole  or  part-time  directly  employed  in  the  various  services 
of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee.

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  of  those 
voluntary  workers  who  have  assisted  the  Department  in  many 
ways,  and  also  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  District 
Council  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  help.

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SECTION  28  - PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARS  AND  AFTER-C ABE. 


Cytological  Clinic. 

This  clinic  was  started  in  October  to  carry  out  tests  for  ladies  between  the 
ffc.ee  25  - 60  years,  to  find  those  with  a pre-cancerous  condition  and  preventing 
the  development  of  Cancer  of  the  Cervix. 

During  1966,  32  sessions  were  held  and  482  patients  attended,  two  of  which 
were  found  to  be  positive  after  being  referred  for  further  investigation. 

Health  Advisory  Service  for  the  Aged, 

This  service  commenced  in  October,  1965 » at  the  Macclesfield  Darby  and 
Joan  Clubs  run  by  the  ¥,V.S.  at  the  Parish  Rooms  and  Heyes  Hall,  Weston,  and 
extended  to  the  Bollington  Evergreen  Club  in  1966. 

Health  Education  films  are  shown  during  the  winter  months  and  the 
Clinic  Nurse  attends  to  answer  questions  and  talk  to  the  members  at  each  club, 
once  per  month,  where  the  attendances  are  approximately  100,  80  and  50 
respectively.  The  films  shown  on  Heqlth  Education  and  a few  travel  films  on  places 
cf  interest  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  members  of  the  Clubs,  and  the 
Clinic  Nurse  has  been  able  to  successfully  deal  with  the  problems  that  have  been 
brought  to  her  notice  wither  by  the  members  or  by  the  members  of  the  W.V.S.

To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  present  to  you  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  in  Macclesfield 
and  Bollington  during  the  year  1966. 

Since  the  last  report  was  presented  there  have  been  two 
major  changes  in  the  Mental  Health  Service.  In  August,  the  Department 
vacated  it's  premises  at  Oak  House  and  moved  to  33,  Great  King  Street. 
On  the  1st  September,  Mr.L.Meadwell,  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer, 
took  up  his  new  appointment  as  Chief  Administrative  Mental  Health 
Officer  with  the  County  Borough  of  Brighton.  It  was  as  the  Area 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  for  Macclesfield  and  district  that  Mr.  Meadwell 
became  known  and  respected  and  his  experience  and  general  approach 
to  the  problems  of  the  mentally  disordered  will  be  sorely  missed. 

The  now  accepted  policy  of  orientation  away  from 
hospitalisation  and  towards  care  in  the  community  resulted  in  an 
ever  Increasing  number  of  mentally  disordered  persons  requiring 
support  in  the  community  with  corresponding  pressures  on  the  Mentql 
Welfare  Officers.  They  have  faced  up  to  these  over-increasing  demands 
with  enthusiasm  and  unfailing  loyalty,  and  to  then  I owe  my  sincere 
thanks . 


In  an  effort  to  increase  awareness  of  the  problems  created 
by  mental  disorder  and  to  spread  information  about  the  services 
available,  a programme  of  events  was  arranged  for  the  Macclesfield 
Area  during  National  Mental  Health  Week  in  June.  The  Junior  and 
Adult  Training  Centres  were  open  to  the  public,  and  a Coffee  Evening 
was  arranged  to  which  representatives  of  all  the  Statutory  and 
Voluntary  Agencies  were  invited. 


The  Macclesfield  and  District  Therapeutic  Social  Club 
(The  Bridge  Club)  has  enjoyed  another  successful  year.  Meetings 
have  continued  at  weekly  intervals  - the  average  attendance  being 
approximately  35.  During  the  year  the  members  have  published  the 
first  issue  of  the  club  magazine  'Viewpoint',  and  it  is  intended 
that  this  will  be  a quarterly  publication.  Club  activities  were 
varied  and  included  a trip  to  Trenthsm  Gardens,  a visit  to  a 
theatre,  a Treasure  Hunt,  and  two  very  successful  dances.  There 
was  also  the  Annual  Christmas  Party  which  was,  as  usual,  very  well 
attended.  The  success  of  the  club  is  due  in  no  small  way  to  the 
unfailing  support  given  by  the  hospital  medical  staff,  the  numerous 
voluntary  organisations  serving  the  area  and  the  staff  of  the 
Mental  Health  Department  - to  them  all  I extend  my  sincere  thanks. 
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The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  continued  to  provide  friendly 
supervision  to  those  people,  who  by  reason  of  mental  subnormality,  are  unable  t 
lead  a fully  independent  life,  and  where  necessary  arranged  for  their  attendance 
at  the  Junior  or  Adult  Training  Centre.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
new  purpose -built  Hostel  for  22  female  subnormals  was  almost  completed,  and  is 
expected  to  be  ready  for  occupation  early  in  1967* 

In  conclusion  may  I express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee,  Dr.  Arnold  Brown,  County  Medical  Officer,  Dr.W.R.Plews, 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  and  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee,  for  the  help  and  support  they  have  given  throughout  the 
year.

The  regular  routine  sampling  of  milk  in  the  district 
is .undertaken  by  the  County! Council  Health  Department, 
Wnich  is  the  licensing  authority  for  bottling  and 
dealers  establishments  under  the  Hilk  (Special 
Designation)  regulations.  The  results  cf  the  sampling 
are  received  from  the  County  Council  Officers.  No 
evidence  of  taborcle  bacilli  in  milk  wan  found 

during  tho  year. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s 
eradication  programme  for  tuberculosis,  the  County 
Council  has  turned  its  attention  to  the  incidence  of 
brucellosis  in  milk.  Brucella  organisms  are  / destroyed
